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I—INTRODUCTION 


All the holotypes, paratypes, and syntypes of fishes in the reference 
collection of the Zoological Survey of India are listed in this Catalogue 
and are systematically arranged, the general classification followed being 
that of Berg!. There are altogether 441 types comprising 1,638 speci- 
mens. They are tabulated below (Table 1) according to the number of 
species and specimens under the respective families with their type cats-
